volume of routine business and dur­ 


ing the session passed numerous or­ 
dinances. The proceedings follow: 
Chairman E. H. W einrich reported 
on Hie audit of the audit of ’he cit? 
collector’s books and records. 
Chairman W einrich also reported 
on behalf of the commitUe favoring 
the fixing of the license 0,1 ice wa­ 
gons at $20 per year for two-horse 
wagons and $12.50 per year for single 
horse wagons. The report of the com­ 
mittee was adopted and the city col­ 
lector was instructed to at once is­ 
sue licenses in the amounts stated. 
The license was then provided for by 
ordinance duly passed. 
W arrants were ordered issued for 
$1 ,350 interest on Liberty park bonds 
and $1,575 on city bonds. 
Mayor Babcock announced that of­ 
ficials of the M., K. Sc T. would be 
here Friday 
evening 
and requested 
that all members of the city council 
be present at the banquet to be giv 
en in their honor that evening at Lib­ 
erty park hall. 
Former City Collector J. H. Per­ 
due submitted bis final report, show­ 
ing collections of $1,795.06, and Col­ 
lector John F. Reece 
reported col­ 
lections of $3,732.91 from May 13 to 
M ay 31. 
An ordinance condemning the build­ 
ing at the northwest corner of Four­ 
teenth and 
Thompson 
avenue, and 
providing for the removal 
of same 
was passed. 
Mayor Babcock’s veto of the ordi­ 
nance increasing the license on bill 
boaids was sustained by the council. 
The mayor in vetoing the ordinance 
stated he believed the license exces­ 
sive and that the license had already 
been paid for the present year.

take the matter up and bring about a 
suitable adjustment before tho time 
for licenses to be paid for 1917.

Washington, June 20.—The Ameri 
can note flatly 
rejecting 
Carranza’t 
demand for the withdrawal of United 
States troops from Mexico and rebuk 
ing the Carranza government for the 
temper of its last communication was 
handed today to the Mexican ambas 
sador designate today. 
“ I am reluctant to be forced to the 
conclusion wdiich might 
be 
drawn,” 
Secretary 
Lansing 
declared, 
“ that, 
the de facto government, because of 
the crimes committed, does not in­ 
tend that these outlaws should be de­ 
stroyed by American troops, or, at the 
request of this government, by Mexi­ 
can troops.” 
The first paragraph 
of 
the 
note 
reads: 
“ Sir, I have -read your com­ 
munication delivered to me on May 
22, under instructions of the chief ex­ 
ecutive of Mexico, on the subject of 
American troops being kept in Mexico, 
and I would be wanting in candor if 
I did not, before making answer to 
ihe allegation of fact and the conclu­ 
sion reached by your government and 
express 
this 
government’s objection 
to the tenor of this last communica­ 
tion.” 
The long continued outrages against 
Americans are reviewed in the note 
and warning is given ’hat the troops 


San Antonio, Texas, June 20.—Gen­ 


eral Funston today lequested the war 


department to send him a lrage part 


of the national guardsmen to be sta­ 


tioned along the Mexican boundary as 


soon as possible.

PROPOSES MANY 
IMPORTANT CHANGES 


T he children’s 
code 
commission, 


appointed by Gov. Major in 1915, is 


planning to subm it to the next general 


assem bly a complete revision of tho 


M issouri laws relating 
to 
defective 


children, delinquents,child labor, edu­ 


cation, health and 
recreation, 
and 


social conditions 


proposed laws will largely be done at 
I ho U niversity of Missouri. 
H onor­ 
able Rhodes K. Cave, of St. Louis, is 
chairm an of th e 
commission, 
and 
Professor Manley O. Hudson, of the 
School of Law of the U niversity of 
Missouri at Columbia is secretary. 
Professor Hudson is chairm an of the 
com m ittee on public laws of the com­ 
mission. and in m aking bis report be 
recom m ends that laws recognizing il­ 
legitim acy of children be abolished, 
that 
illegitim ate children 
be given 
tile sam e right 
of inheritance and 
transm ission as are given to legiti­ 
m ate children; that parents, likewise, 
be perm itted to inherit from illegiti­ 
m ate children, and that the natural 
p aren ts bo made liable for the sup­ 
port of Hie illegitimate child. 
It has 
been further recommended that the 
adoption of a child be m ade a court 
proceeding, but that no child over 12 
years old, should be adopted without 
his consent. 
■ 
The other com m ittees of the com­ 
mission are likewise working on wise 
recom m endations to assist the genera! 
* assembly in bringing about the need­ 
ed changes in our present laws re­ 
garding children. 
Missouri is follow­ 
ing the lead of Ohio in this move­ 
m e n t, which is fast becoming general 
^throughout the country.

Why Guns Stand Fire. 
O ne of the chief sources of strength 
In big guns lieb in the miles and miles 
of steel ribbon .*ith which the tube 
Is re-enforced. 
This ribbon, one-Bix- 
teenth of an inch thick and about a 
quarter of an inch wide, is wound 
round the tube or core of the great 
cannon. On a 12-inch gun about 120 
miles of the ribbon is wound, a weight 
of 15 tons. The ribbon has a tensile 
strength of IOO tons a square inch. 
From the time the ingots of steel, 
some of which are nearly IOO tons in 
weight, are taken from the steel foun 
dry, where they are cast as octagonal 
masses, to when, as a coalpit e weap­ 
on, the gun is tested to provt its pow­ 
er and accuracy, scores of intricate 
processes are gone through.

tary of State. 
Samuel Rosenfeld of 
SL Louis, chairman of the Initiative 
Petition Committee, and A. T. Edmon­ 
ston of Jefferson City, accompanied 
by numerous members of the Gardner 
State Land Bank Committee, present­ 
ed the petition tor filing. 
The 45,000 names signed to hun­ 
dreds of petitions were obtained in 
the 114 counties of the state.

Washington, June 20.—In 
a 
brief, 
business-like telegram, Governor Ma­ 
jor, of Missouri, notified the war de­ 
partment yesterday that he had com­ 
plied with President Wilson’s inst ruc­ 
tions to call out the national guard 
to prepare it for service on the bor­ 
der and in .Mexico in case of war. 
G o\ernor Major’s telegram was re­ 
ceived at the war department during 
he night and was on Secretary of 
War Baker's desk when he reached 
ihe war department yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
It was among the first to arrive fol­ 
lowing the general calls sent to the 
chief executives of all states. 
Gov­ 
ernor Major said: 
“Wire received calling out organ­ 
ized militia and the national guard of 
Missouri.

ized the Gardner Land Bank State 
Committee. They came from all parts 
of the state. Every congressional dis­ 
trict had its proportion of representa­ 
tives. 
These men organized for the sole 
purpose of amending the State Consti­ 
tution so as to provide for the estab­ 
lishment of the Missouri State Land 
Bank. 
The State Legislature at its 1915 
session had passed what is known as 
the Gardner Land Bank Bill, provid­ 
ing a land bank for farmers. After the 
legislature had adopted this bill, in 
order to avoid any possible doubt as 
to its constitutionality, an amendment 
to the Constitution was prepared and 
it wras determined to 
submit this 
amendment by the initiative petition 
to the people of Missouri.

The plan and effect of the Missouri 
State I^nd Bank is generally well 
understood, but a brief outline of its 
purpose and the relief to farmers af­ 
forded by it may be of interest to 
those not familiar with the plan. Quo­ 
tations from the address of Col. Fred­ 
erick D. Gardner, author of the consti­ 
tutional amendment and of the Gard­ 
ner Land Bank Bill, enacted by the 
last legislature, delivered before a 
joint conference of tho agricultural 
committees of the Forty-eighth Gen­ 
eral Assembly, at Jefferson City, Mo., 
Jan. 29, 1915, will best and most sim­ 
ply convey Its import to the student 
Df the subject. 
In the course of his 
Address Col. Gardner said: 
“Our system of 3 to 5 year loans is 
liscredited and archaic. It is inevita- 
jle that these loans must be renewed 
with the usual commissions, or that 
‘.he farmer must sell part of his invest­ 
ment. That is to say, his capital must 
De reduced if the loans are to be paid 
n 
bulk, according to our system. 
Yeither is desirable^nor should be nec­ 
essary. All other nations of the world 
have discredited this 3 to 5 year loan 
plan that we use in America, and it 
should have been discarded by us 
many years ago. 
The maximum time 
Allowed for paying off loans for such 
purposes is 30 years in Finland, 33 
years in Chile, 36% years in New Zea­ 
land, 42 years in Australia, 50 years 
n Italy and Japan, 54% years in Aus­ 
tria, 55% years in Russia, 5612 years 
In Germany and Sweden, 57 years in 
Switzerland, 60 years in Denmark, 63 
years in Hungary. 68 % years in Ire­ 
land and 75 years in France. 
“It is stated on authority that there 
is a total of 25 billion dollars being 
utilized by the farmer in the above- 
named countries on this long-time 
bond issue plan at an average of 3 to 
4 per cent interest. The necessity for 
development, particularly here in Mis­ 
souri. 
suggests the pria-

“It must be remembered that agri­ 
cultural products are largely regulated 
by international competition. Missouri

money at about half what our Ameri­ 
can farmer has to pay, considering 
that our land will produce less and 
less because the virgin qualities are 
gradually being worn out, what will 
be the result without rebuilding? 
“I had a long talk with Herr Gwin­ 
ner, president of the Deutsche Bank, 
in Berlin. He is considered one of the 
most astute financiers, business men 
and farmers in the world. 
This is 
what he said: 
“ ’I have just finished an interview 
with the president of one of your rail­ 
roads. 
I told him American export of 
manufactured articles was not your 
trouble. 
It is growing and will grow 
fast enough—you can’t help it. 
What 
you require is development of your 
agricultural resource*. 
Food is what 
the world wants and must have, and 
the supply is short. 
You must give 
your rural people better educational 
advantages, and you must give them 
cheap capital, lf you had good machin­ 
ery for rural credits your land bank 
debentures would sell here and the 
world over at as good rates as your 
government bonds.* ” 
The initiative petition just filed will 
be submitted to a vote of the people 
as a constitutional amendment at the 
general election to bo held Tuesday, 
Nov. 7, 1916. 
Its adoption will revive the farming 
interests of the state in a wonderful 
manner, it will afford opportunities 
for 
improving

TREATMENT FOR MALE LAMBS 


They Should Be Castrated When Very 
Young, as the Danger Then 
Is Not Very Great. 


When male lambs are not sold 
promptly, it is important that they be 
castrated. They will sell better, make 
better growth, and give less trouble.

feed for either the brood sow* with 
litter or for the weaned pigs.

should be fed some grain, so as to 
make a rapid growth. In this way the 
spring pig can he ready for m arket 
before real cold w eather sets in.

T he first requirem ent of a little 
chick is heat and rest. They should 
be placed in a warm, clean place on 
clean straw'. 
If with a hen, the hen 
should be so restricted as to prevent 
her from leading the chicks out to be­ 
come chilled. 
The hen should hover 
the chicks alm ost continually for the 
first few days. 
Chilled chicks usually develop slow­ 
ly and many die th at would have oth­ 
erwise been thrifty chicks. 
Chilling 
often causes white diarrhea.
